RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


The  12  market  cattle  receipts  were  the 
largest  for  any  week  since  January  with  nearly 
all  of  the  5  percent   increase  from  the  previous 
week  due  to  a  larger  volume  of  slaughter  steers. 
Prices  on  slaughter  steers  were  steady  to  750 
lower  at  most  midwest  terminals  with  heifers 
steady  to  500  off.     The  exception  at  So.  St. 
Paul  where  steers  and  heifers  advanced  500. 
Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  were  gen- 
erally steady  to  500  lower.     Old  crop  and  spring 
slaughter  lambs  sold  steady  to  500  higher. 
Spring  lamb  movement  was  getting  well  under 
way  at  Fort  Worth  and  spring  lambs  there  were 
steady.     Feeder  lambs  closed  steady  to  500  low- 
er at  Fort  Worth  and  Denver,  but  were  largely 
steady  at  other  points.     Barrows  and  gilts 
were  steady  to  500  higher  throughout  most  of 
the  Corn  Belt  when  compared  to  the  previous 
Friday. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  The  first 
week  in  May  brought  the  largest  supply  of  cat- 
tle to  the  12  markets  since  January  although 
receipts  were  only  2  percent  larger  than  the 
corresponding  week  in  1959.     Monday's  run  of 
23,800  in  Omaha  was  a  record  for  any  May  day. 
Compared  with  the  previous  week,   the  12  market 
supplies  were  up  5  percent  with  practically  all 
of  the  increase  due  to  heavier  marketings  of 
fed  steers.     With  more  cattle  showing, the  ef- 
fects of  rather  extended  grain  feeding,   a  larger 
percentage  of  the  steer  supply  graded  Choice. 
About  63  percent  of  the  steers  marketed  m 
Chicago  were  Choice,  but  Prime  steers  fell  oe- 
low  5  percent  compared  with  nearly  7  percent 
the  previous  week.     With  slaughter  steers  sell- 
ing unevenly  steady  to  750  lower  at  most  mid- 
west markets,  and  steer  carcasses  steady  to  500 
higher  at  leading  wholesale  meat  centers,   a 
greater  spread  developed  between  live  and 
dressed  prices.     This  was  reflected  in  good 
demand  for  slaughter  steers  even  though  prices 
trended  downward  owing  to  increased  numbers. 
The  average  weight  of  slaughter  steers  at  the  7 
markets  at  1127#  was  14#  above  the  previous 
week  but  was  9#     below  the  same  week  last  year. 
Heifers  closed  steady  to  500  lower  with  the 
exception  of  So.  St.  Paul  where  prices  advanced 
fully  500,   steers  showing  a  similar  upturn  at 
that  market  as  opposed  to  the  general  steady  to 
750  lower  trend  on  steers.     Prices  for  cows 
averaged  steady,  bulls  steady  to  500  higher. 
Vealers  sold  steady  in  St.  Louis  National  Stock 
Yards  but  advanced  fully  $1.00  in  So.  St.  Paul. 

Choice  steers  bulked  at  $26.00-27.50  at 
markets  outside  Chicago,  with  Good  steers  from 
$23.25-26.00.     Prime  1368#  steers  sold  at  $31.00 
in  Omaha,   highest  price  at  that  market  since 
last  June,  while  high-Choice  steers  reached 
$29.00  in  So.  St.  Paul.     In  Chicago,  high-Choice 
and  Prime  steers  bulked  at  829.00-32.25,  5  loads 


1125-1446#  $32.50-33.00.     Steers  under  110C# 
and  over  1400#  usually  did  not  sell  quite  as 
high  as  1100-1400#  weights  on  a  grade  for  grade 
basis  but  weight  was  not  a  prominent  price  de- 
termining factor.    A  few  Prime  heifers  reached 
$28.50,  Choice  heifers  bulked  at  $26.00-27.50 
in  Chicago  and  at  $25.25-27.25  elsewhere. 
Good  grade  heifers  largely  $22.50-25.50.     Most 
Utility  and  Commercial  cows  $16.00-18.00,  Can- 
ners  and  Cutters  largely  $13.00-16.50  with 
quite  a  few  Canners  at  $12.00  in  Oklahoma  City 
where  cow  numbers  were  the  largest  since  the 
last  week  in  January,  making  up  10  percent  of 
receipts  at  that  market. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Receipts  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  at  mid- 
west terminal  markets  were  a  little  above  either 
the  previous  week  or  a  year  ago  and  fairly  lib- 
eral for  early  May.     However,  numbers  of  stock 
calves  continued  seasonally  small.     Yearling 
stock  steers  of  high-Medium  to  average -Choice 
grades  predominated  in  the  over-all  supply. 
Very  moderate  numbers  of  800-1050#  feeder  steers 
were  marketed,  most  of  which  had  already  re- 
ceived at  least  a  start  on  grain  feeds.     Trad- 
ing generally  was  rather  slow  at  unevenly  steady 
to  500  lower  prices.     One  of  the  few  exceptions 
to  the  weaker  trend  was  at  Kansas  City  where 
Choice  fleshy  feeder  steers  sold  steady  to  500 
higher.     At  Oklahoma  City  prices  were  $1.00 
lower  and  at  Fort  Worth  the  trend  was  $1.00-' 
2.00  lower,  add  in  extremes  as  much  as  $3.00 
off.     At  Denver  500-600#  stock  steers  sold  500- 
$1.00  lower.     This  marked  the  third  consecutive 
week  in  which  prices  have  shown  a  weaker  trend. 
Apparently,  with  the  grass  season  now  well  under 
way,  many  graziers  already  have  their  pastures 
well  stocked.     Also,   increased  marketings  and 
the  recent  lower  price  trend  for  slaughter  cat- 
tle have  influenced  many  potential  buyers  to 
proceed  rather  cautiously.     However,   other 
factors  currently  are  present  which  often  would 
stimulate  aggressive  competition  for  both  stock- 
ers  and  feeders,  including  above  average  spring 
pasture  conditions  and  abundant  stockpiles  of 
grain  feeds. 

Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers 
sold  from  $22.50-26.00,  not  many  above  $25.50. 
However,   several  lots  of  Choice  fleshy  800-9OO# 
brought  $26.85-28.00  and  Choice  to  Fancy  861# 
steers  carrying  a  considerable  degree  of  finish 
went  for  further  feeding  at  $28.50.     Scattered 
shipments  Choice  500-575#  short  yearling  stock 
steers  brought  $29.50-30.50;  majority  Good  and 
Choice  yearling  stockers  $24.50-29.00.     Most 
sales  were  from  $28.50  down,  but  a  load  of 
Choice  620#  was  included  at  $29.00.     Medium 
and  low-Good  stock  steers  ranged  $20.00-25.50. 
Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers  brought  $21.75- 
27.00,   including  Choice  partly  fattened  725# 
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heifers  at  $25.25.     A  few  Choice  285#  steer 
calves  reached  $38.25  and  a  shipment  averag- 
ing 375#  $35.50,   however,  most  Good  and  Choice 
stock  steer  calves  $27.00-32.00,  few  Good 
down  to  $25.50.     Good  and  Choice  heifer  calves 
ranged  $23.00-30.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Receipts  at 
the  12  markets  were  4  percent  below  the  pre- 
vious week  and   slightly    under  a  year  earlier. 
The  slight    reduction  was  due  to  farmers  over 
much  of  the  area  concentrating  on  spring  field 
work  which  in  general  is  considerably  behind 
normal  schedule.     Mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-5,  190- 
26C#  barrows  and  gilts  predominated  in  supplies 
with  a  relatively  liberal  volume  of  24C#  and 
up  at  the  western  Corn  Belt  centers.     Sows 
made  up  5_n  percent  at  the  various  markets. 
Price  trends  tended  to  fluctuate  during  the 
week.     After  some  declines  on  Monday  moderate 
reoeipts  through  midweek  influenced  a  general 
upturn  on  barrows  and  gilts  to  that  point. 
Receipts  increased  somewhat  later  in  the  week 
and  part  of  the  early  advance  was  erased.     Com- 
pared with  the  previous  week's  close,  prices 
on  barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  to  50$  higher, 
while  sows  closed  steady  to  50$  lower,  extremes 
75$  lower  in  St.  Joseph. 

At  the  close,  U.  S.  No.  1  and  No.  1  and 
2,  190-230#  barrows  and  gilts  $16.00-17.00, 
mainly  $16. 25-16. 75  ;  mixed  U.  S.  1-3,  180-250# 
$15.50-16.50,   largely  $15.75-16.25;  U.   S.   1-3, 
270-600#   sows  brought  $12.50-14.75. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Comparatively  small  receipts  early  in 
the  week  followed  by  rather  liberal  supplies 
late  brought  the  week's  volume  a  little  above 
the  previous  week  but  slightly  below  the  cor- 
responding week  last  year.  Fully  70  percent 
of  the  butcher  supply  was  mixed  No.  1-3  200- 
240#  weights  with  around  25  percent  240-30C# 
mainly  No.  2  and  3  grades. 

Mild  price  advances  through  Wednesday 
were  erased  on  closing  rounds  under  the  in- 
fluence of  liberal  receipts.     Compared  with 
the  previous  Friday,  late  sales  were  steady 
to  25$  lower,  mainly  10-25$  off  on  butchers; 
sows  25-50$  lower.     U.  S.  1-3,  190-240#  butch- 
ers brought  $14.85-15.75  at  the  close,  with 
moderate  supply  No.  1  and  2  selected  lots 
mostly  200-220#  at  $15.75-16.15.     Mixed  No. 
1-3,   270-400#  sows  bulked  $13.00-14.50,   400- 
550#  $11.75-13.65. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  The  12  market  receipts 
were  little  changed  from  last  week  but  9  per- 
cent mare  than  a  year  ago.     Ft.  Worth  received 
fully  one -third  of  the  week's  supply.     Shorn 
old  crop  slaughter  lambs  predominated  receipts 
at  most  markets;  spring  lambs  were  increased 
in  number  and  comprised  55  percent  of  receipts 
at  Ft.  Worth.     Demand  for  old  crop  slaughter 
lambs  was  fairly  good  and  for  the  week  prices 
were  mostly  steady  to  50$  higher  except  25- 
75$  off  at  Denver.     Spring  lambs  were  steady 


at  Ft.  Worth  and  steady  to  50$  higher  at  other 
markets.     Slaughter  ewes  steady  to  50$  higher, 
instances  $1.00  up;  feeder  lambs  were  steady 
to  50$  lower  at  Denver  and  Ft.  Worth,  scarce 
elsewhere . 

On  late  sessions,  Choice  and  Prime  95- 
114#  wooled  slaughter  lambs  brought  $21.00- 
22.00,   few  $22.50-23.00;  most  Choice  85-116# 
lambs  $20.50-21.50;  Good  and  Choice  $19.00- 
21.00  largely  $19.50  up.     Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  85-116#  shorn  No.  2  to  fall 
shorn  pelt  lambs  brought  $20.50-21.50,   spar- 
ingly $21.75-22.25.     Choice  112-122#  shorn 
lambs  and  Good  and  Choice  93-114#  lambs  $19.00- 
21.00.     Choice  and  Prime  80-11L?  spring  slaugh- 
ter lambs  brought  $23.00-25.00,  few  $25.25; 
Good  and  Choice  $21.00-23.50.     Cull  to  Choice 
shorn  slaughter  ewes  $3.00-6.50. 

At  Fort  Worth  Good  old  crop  shorn  feeders 
$12.00-15.00  with  Good  spring  feeders  $17.00- 
18.50.     At  Denver,  95-103#  old  crop  shearing 
lambs  in  Good  slaughter  flesh  $19.00-20.00. 

In  the  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
area,  prices  on  wooled  slaughter  lambs  were 
weak  to  50$  lower;  shorn  lambs  weak;  spring 
lambs  and  ewes  steady.     Demand  was  only  fair 
far  old  crop  slaughter  lambs  with  weakness 
noted  each  session  despite  reduced  marketings. 
The  limited  volume  of  native  spring  lambs 
offered  met  good  demand.     Shorn  offerings  com- 
prised around  70  percent  of  the  lamb     supply. 
Around  40  percent  of  the  week's  run  was  re- 
ceived from  outside  the  area.

105#  wooled  slaughter  lambs  delivered  to  pack- 
ing plants  sold  from  $20.50-21.50;  Choice 
105-120#  $19.00-20.50;  mixed  Good  and  Choice

a  few  Prime,  90-100#  shorn  lambs  with  No.  2 
to  fall  shorn  pelts  $20.00-20.50,  few  fall 
shorn  lambs  to  $21.00;  mixed  Good  and  Choice 
90-105#  with  No.  2  to  fall  shorn  pelts  $18.50- 
20.00.     Choice  and  Prime  80-100#  spring  slaugh- 
ter lambs  brought  $23.00-23.50,  few  Prime  85- 
95#  lambs  $24.00.     Cull  to  Choice  shorn    slaugh- 
ter ewes  $2.00-5.00.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CARLOT  NEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Good  demand  prevailed 
for  majority  of  fresh  meats  and  broad  clearances 
were  effected  following  several  weeks  of  sub- 
stantial carryover.     Best  outlet  was  on  early 
sessions  at  Philadelphia,  however,   at  Washington, 
the  most  active  trade  occurred  toward  the  close. 
At  other  markets  supply  and  demand  were  fairly 
well  balanced  throughout  the  week.     Supplies 
of  all  classes  were  normal.     Veal  receipts  at 
New  York  included  around  10  cars  Canadian  car- 
casses grading  mostly  Choice.     Trading  on  beef 
hindquarters,  ribs  and  particularly  loins  was 
fairly  active  but  chucks  were  generally  slow. 
Demand  for  pork  loins  good,  particularly  at 
the  close,  while  outlet  for  other  pork  was  mod- 
erate.    Lamb,  veal,   and  calf  movement  was  fair- 
ly active,   however,   lamb  chucks  were  slow  in 
instances  at  New  York. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:     Steer 
beef  steady  to  50^  higher,  full  advance  at 
Philadelphia  and  New  York;  cow  beef  steady  to 
50tf  lower;  veal  $1.00-2.00  higher  at  New  York 
and  calf  fully  $2.00  higher.     Veal  sold  steady 
at  Washington  and  50*41.00  higher  at  Phila- 
delphia, but  steady  to  $2.00  lover  at  Baltimore. 
Lamb  prices  were  about  steady,  except  at  Phila- 
delphia,  spring  lamb  $1.00  higher  but  old  crop 
weak  to  $1.00  lower.     Pork  loins  steady  to 
$4.00  higher,  with  the  full  upturn  late  in  the 
week  at  New  York.     Spareribs  sold  steady  to 
$1.00  lower;  Boston  butts  mostly  steady,  in- 
stances $1.00  lower;  fresh  skinned  hams  steady 
to  $2.00  lower. 

CHICAGO  -  Supplies  were  about  normal  in 
the  beef,  lamb  and  fresh  pork  divisions,  but 
veal  receipts  were  moderate.     A  very  small  per- 
centage of  beef  was  Prime,  bulk  grading  Good 
to  aver age -Choice.     The  big  end  of  lamb  re- 
ceipts were  old  crop  carcasses  weighing  over 
55#.     Trading  was  slow  on  carcass  beef  at  the 
outset  but  turned  moderately  active  towards  the 
close.     Good  demand  has  prevailed  for  steer  car- 
casses over  700#  for  the  past  several  weeks, 
and  for  the  week  in  review  all  weights  of 
Choice  carcasses  sold  at  about  the  same  price. 
On  initial  sessions  ribs  and  loins  found  best 
outlet  of  the  beef  cuts,   however  all  primal  cuts 
were  in  fair  demand  from  mid-week  on.     Trading 
on  veal  was  moderately  active,     A  two-way  trend 
on  lamb  with  carcasses  55#  and  down  steady  to 
$1.00  lower  while  55-65#  weights  sold  50*41.00 
higher.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  in  the  Boston  wool  market  was 
rather  slow  with  prices  weak  on  greasy 
combing  wools.  Turnover  of  woolen  wools 
and  noils  was  restricted  with  prices  nomi- 
nal. Activity  increased  in  the  domestic 
primary  areas  with  demand  good  in  all 
sections  but  prices  were  steady  to  weak. 

Midweek  cables  from  Brisbane,  Australia 
showed  restricted  competition  and  lower 
prices  eariy  in  the  week  but  outlet   was 
fairly  broad  at  midweek  with  eastern  Europe 
and  Japan  the  major  competitors.  Eastern 
Europe  and  Japan  were  also  the  principal 
operators  in  Geelong  where  a  good  selection 
of  topmakers  and  spinners  merino  comeback 
and  coarse  cross-bred  wools  were  offered 
at  steady  prices.  At  the  Monday  sale  at 
Inver car gill,  New  Zealand,  eastern  Europe 
and  Japan  dominated  with  prices  on  50/56s 
and  finer  wools  strong,  while  medium  and 
coarse  cross-bred  wools  were  slightly 
easier.  At  midweek  50/56s  and  finer  wools 
were  firm  with  medium  and  coarse  cross-breds 
two  pence  lower  but  with  a  firmer  tone  at 
the  close  of  the  sale.  Prices  at  the  South 
African  markets  were  firm  under  general 
competition  while  trading  was  limited  in 
the  South  American  markets  and  quotations 
were  nominal. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  56/58s  staple 
and  good  French  combing  fleece  wools  sold 
from  $1.06-1.10  while  50/54s  staple  fleeces 
brought  $1.02-1.06  clean.  Bulk  58s  fleece 
lambs  wool  sold  at  90*  clean  basis  while 
medium  fleece  lambs  brought  from  85-87* 
clean.  Country  buyers  were  paying  48-52* 
in  Ohio  but  mostly  from  50-52*  to  the  growers 
while  47-50*  was  paid  in  Missouri  and  Iowa 
for  medium  fleece  wools. 

Territory  Wools  -  At  Rawlins,  Wyoming 
27-3/4*  grease  basis,  f .o.b.  was  paid  for 
bulk  fine  and  half-blood  wools  in  original 
bags  with  estimated  clean  costs  ranging 
from  $1.10-1.15,  delivered  Boston. 

Texas  Wools  -  In  Texas  greasy  8  months 
wool  brought  around  $1.05-1.08,  while  aver- 
age 12  months  sold  from  $1.10-1.12  and  good 
12  months  ranged  from  $1.12-1.15  clean  basis, 
delivered. 

Mohair  -  A  few  sales  of  adult  mohair 
were  in  Texas  at  96§*  to  the  warehouse. 
Some  large  accumulations  were  held  at  $1.01§ 
for  adult  and  $1.3l|  for  kid  hair  to  the 
warehouse  with  a  few  lots  purchased  at  these 
prices. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Cabled  quotations  at 
week's  end  follow  with  combing  wools  con- 
verted to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and 
short  wools  to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.

LIVESTOCK   SLAUGHTER,    MEAT  AND  LARD  PRODUCTION,    1959

Red  meat  production  in  1959  totaled  27.5  billion  pounds,  up  7  percent  from  1958,  according  to 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Beef  production  in  1959  was  13.6  billion  pounds  —  up  2  percent  from  the 

1958  production  of  13.3  Dillion  pounds.  Veal  production  totaled  1.0  billion  pounds  —  15  percent  less 
than  in  1958.  Lamb  and  mutton  production  totaled  738  million  pounds  —  7  percent  more  than  a  year 
earlier.  Pork  production  totaled  12.1  billion  pounds  —  15  percent  more  than  the  10.5  billion  pounds 
produced  in  1958.  Beef  accounted  for  49  percent  of  the  total  red  meat  production  in  1959,  while  pork 
made  up  44  percent.  Veal  accounted  for  about  4  percent  and  lamb  and  mutton  3  percent.  Lard  production 
totaled  2.8  billion  pounds  in  1959  compared  with  2.4  billion  pounds  in  1958. 

The  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  in  1959  was  3  percent  below  1958.   Cattle  slaughtered  under 
Federal  inspection  was  down  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier,  other  commercial  slaughter  declined  7  per- 
cent, but  farm  slaughter  increased  2  percent.  Calf  slaughter  in  1959  was  down  17  percent.   Slaughter 
of  calves  under  Federal  inspection  was  down  14  percent,  while  other  commercial  slaughter  was  down  23 
percent,  and  farm  slaughter  was  down  2  percent.  The  total  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  slaughtered  in 

1959  increased  7  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  The  number  slaughtered  under  Federal  inspection  was  up 
9  percent,  but  other  commercial  slaughter  decreased  3  percent,  while  farm  slaughter  increased  6  per- 
cent from  one  year  earlier.  Total  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  in  1959  was  14  percent  more  than  in  1958. 
Slaughter  in  federally  inspected  plants  increased  16  percent,  other  commercial  increased  12  percent, 
and  farm  slaughter  increased  7  percent. 

Slaughter  cattle  averaged  26  pounds  heavier,  calves  averaged  3  pounds  heavier,  and  hogs  averaged 
1  pound  heavier  than  in  1958.   The  average  live  weight  of  sheep  and  lambs  was  unchanged  from  1958. 

The  number  of  livestock  slaughtered  under  Federal  inspection  is  obtained  from  the  Meat  Inspection 
Division,  Agricultural  Research  Service.
